9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Newly amended independent claims 1, 21 and 26 are allowed in view of the amendment 
and for reasons argued by applicant in pages 9-13 of the Remarks, filed 09/06/2006, and 
dependent claims 2-20, 22-25, 27-32depend upon one of the above-mentioned allowed claims 
and are therefore allowed by virtue of their dependencies. 

None of the prior art of record, either taken by itself or in any combination, would have 
anticipated or made obvious the invention of the present application at or before the time it was 
filed. Prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest "the user accessing the GUI to select a 
predetermined number of attempts that are permitted for a valid password entry" as recited by 
independent claims 1, 21 and 26. That is, in prior art, the number of attempts that are permitted 
for a valid password is determined by, for example, a system administrator and not the user of 
the portable device as recited in independent claims 1, 21 and 26.
